ployed. while this increases volume, 
it also brings greater interference. 
“It may be found that cutting off 
the ground of the set will improve 
reception from certain stations.”

Ten in all 
»sited Him to have m ercy upon them 
in d to heal them . 
“Now in this day." said Rev. E rick­ 
son—“we know th a t there is scarcely 
in y th in g h ard er to cure th a n leprosy, 
tn fact we know nothing to do for 
t. but to ostracize all who fall vic- 
inis to th e dread disease. 
Yet in the 
Bible we are told th a t Jesus a tte m p t­ 
’d to heal the lepers when they of- 
iered up th eir cries; He asked certain 
hm gs of them , and required them 


to do as He said; He also tested their 
laith . T he Lord is able and will heal 
any and the w orst of disease of to ­ 
day, like He did then, if the sick 
ones have faith. 
“Some are too far off from Jesus 
to ask for help. 
Yes, perhaps th a t’s ‘ 
true, but if those persons really w ant 
Jesus and healing all they m ust do 
is show th eir faith. 
No m atter how 
deep down in sin a person is, when 
he really prays to God, h e’ll be h eal­ 
ed. 
“Jesus d id n ’t cleanse the ten lepers 
of th eir sickness all at once. 
No, He 
told them to do certain things; to do 
things th a t would test their faith in 
I Him.

Conviction first, and 
then, th an k God, the feeling comes. 
The lepers had to perform like well 
m en even though 
they 
were 
not. 
T h at's how they were healed. 
“ P ut your case in G od’s h an d to ­ 
day. 
We have confidence in aviators 
because th ey have had five, six or ten 
years’ experience in ru n n in g a plane. 
W hy not put your life in th e h an d s 
of a God who has been working a 
thousand years on th is one thing? 
If we’ll do our part. He will surely 
do His. T ru st your case to the Lord.” 
In closing, Rev. Erickson said th a t 
tru stin g m eans to let go of all things 
natu ral, to give God com plete con­ 
trol. As soon as your faith causes you 
to go, act an d do for Him, th en God 
! will heal.

Nine Million Trees 
Cut For Christmas 


A bout 6 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 W ill Be C ut 
In U. S .; 3 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 To 
Be Im p o rted 


Niue millions of Christmas trees 
will be lighted in American homes 
on Christmas eve 
Of these. 6.000,000 
v. ill be cut in this country, while 3 - 


000 000 are to be imported from New 
Brunswick, Canada, for Boston, New 
York. Chicago and New Orleans, ac­ 
cording to an announcement recent­ 
ly made by the United States depart­ 
ment of commerce 
Niue million, or even 6.000.000 trees, 
seem like a whole iot. and from first 
glances, it may seem as if the native 
forests were being depleted in order 
to satisfy the public’s demand for 
8 little merriment during one week 
of the year. 
But the United States 
Forest Service, m another statement, 
effectively spikes this. 
Manv national forests >ell trees ev­ 


ery winter, throwing “thinnings" on 
the market ra*her th an on the trash 
heap. The forest service urges, how­ 
ever. that the trees be cut carefullv. 
that only inferior trees be removed 
and that the best specimens be al­ 
lowed to remain 
The dam age done 
to a forest is not the number of trees 
taken during the Christmas cut*ing 
season, but the m anner in which they 
are removed 
And. according ’o -he Forest Serv­ 
ice. the toothpick business requires 
30 000 acres of 
trees 
annually—six 
times the area cut *o provide Christ­
